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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Examiner does not believe that a security 
device would be able to inherently detect the keep-alive messages taught by Harsch because the keep-alive implementation taught be 
Harsch is unique to Harsh and not well known (otherwise it would not have been patentable). The applicant also argues that "spurious 
bytes are self-explanatory. They are false and misleading data packets". However, this characterization is not based on any evidence 
from the applicant's specification. In response to this argument, the Examiner points out that the keep-alive packets taught by Harsch can 
be considered "false and misleading" too. To summarize the Office's position, though the applicant argues that spurious bytes as claimed 
have many features that make them patentably distinct from the applied references, these features are not supported by the applicant's 
vague disclosure and are therefore given no patentable weight .
